The selection of Mr, Colby came as a 
surprise, most officials assuming that 
?rank i.. Polk, acting secretary, would 
>e the president's choice. 
The first 
inkling that the president was to ap- 
point some one outside of bis official 
amily came when Mr. Colby visited the 
White House early today in company 
With Raymond T. Baker, director of the 
mini. 


Mr. Colby was taken to see the presi- 


dent on the south lawn and a few min- 
ites later the formal announcement of 
lis selection was made. His nomina- 
tion is expected to be sent to the sen- 
ate within a day or two. 
This is not the first office Mr. Colby 
las held under the president's adminis- 
tration. He was appointed a member 
of the shipping board and the emer- 


ency fleet corporation in July, 1917, 
and also was a member of the American 
nission to the interallied shipping' oon- 
'erence afParis in the same year. He 
retired from the shipping board more 
ban a year ago. Mr. Colby was a life 
ong Republican until the famous Bull 
Moose bolt at the Chicago convention 
n 1912. He had been actively iden- 
ified with the candidacy of Theodore 
toesevelt for the Republican ndmma- 
ion for president that year and TVas in 
charge of contests to seat the Roosevelt 
delegates in the Chicago convention. 
When Colonel Roosevelt bolted the 
convention Mr. Colby helped to found 
he Progressive party and was a dele- 
fate to its Chicago convention in 1912. 
Xe continued an active leader in that 
party and hi 1914 and again in lfl$ he 
ras a Progressive condidate for senator 
from New^Tork state. 


When Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
the weight of his influence to 
Charles Evans Hughes Jn the 191« pres- 
dentlal race Mr. Colby identified him 
self with the Democratic party. 


Mr. Colby was born in St. Louis 51 
years ago and graduated from Williams 
College. Massachusetts. He spent one 
rear at the Columbia law school and 
las practiced law in New Tork since 
1892. 
He was a member of the New 
York assembly in 1901-02. 


On leaving the White House Mr. 
Colby said: 


"I had a long and unhurried confer- 
ence with the president which impressed 
me with the great confidence he has re- 
posed in me. I hope I shall not prove 
inadequate to these great duties." 


Mr. Colby said that pending consid- 
eration of his nomination by the senate 
he did not desire to make further state- 
nenfs." 


After Mr. Colby has taken office Mr. 
Polk, who has been secretary ad interim 
since the retirement of Mr. Lansing 
nearly two weeks ago is expected to 
carry out his intention Of retiring from 
the state department. Mr. Folk's health 
has not been at all good for more than 
a year fnd his physicians have advised 
htm to take a long rest.

tendance at kindergartens in smaller 
towns. California has 57 kindergarten 
t<*chers and 2.037* pupils in cities un- 
der 2,500 population; Iowa. 59 teach- 
ers and 1.750 children; New Jersey. 
49 teachers and 1.912 pupils; and Ne-

there Is still some prejudice against its 
use the agricultural brunch of the In- 
dustry has been successful and the 
quantity of fertilized and stock-food 
peat annually produced is increasing. 
Large quantities of the^e products 
were made last year, but the most 
striking development was the produc- 
tion of more peat in the New Engltiml 
States than has been manufactured in 
the entire United States in all preced- 
ing years. 
Almost equally striking 


was the widespread Interest manifest- 
ed In peat resource* which bad been 
generally regarded as of doubtful 
value. 


Large quantities of peat or sphag- 


num moss were' produced and utilized 
for stable litter, -packing material, and 
surgical dressing, and several hun- 
dred thousand acres of peat soils were 
used for1 the growth of crops. 
The 


peat Utter was produced by the own- 
ers of small .hogs for their own use. 
but tbe packing material was sold 
to florists for- $25 a ton. According 
to J. W. Hotson of the Red Cross 
more than half a million peat pads 
were prepared In this country for that 
organization. Most of the moss was 
gathered by volunteers from bogs in 
Washington, Oregon and Maine, and 
the pads were used in military hos- 
pitals at home and abroad.

Synthetic Vinegar and Acetic Acid. 
Acetic acid is now used in great 


quantities in making acetate Of cel- 
lulose for .airships. Before the war 
this was obtained by distilling wood, 
but it no longer suffices. A synthetic 
.way, of making acetic acid was dis- 
-covered aild now the price is much 
lower than it used to be. 


The process is simple; it calls for the 


production of acetic aldehyde by a re- 
action of water with acetylene, and the 
oxidation of, the .aldehyde gives acetic 
acid. 


Three French companies are now 


using this process and La Nature says 
they bid fair to drive the distillers of 
wood out. of the field, even planning to 
produce a synthetic vinegar that shall 
be much cheaper than the natural ar- 
ticle.

effect of electrically treating seed

If Not in Good Shape Driver It 


Liable to Encounter Many 


Unnecessary Delays. 


MUCH THE LOST BgABHHi 


If It Has Betn Carried for Any Length 


of Time M a Spare It la Always 


Beat to Pump*It Up before 


Putting In Casing. 


A great deal of unnecessary trou- 


ble, 
delay and disappointment Is oc- 


casioned by carelessness and baste in 
replacing damaged Inner tubes after 
punctures or deflations from other 
cause*—the tire failing to "hold up" 
on the tube put In or holding up for 
a very short time only, and still an- 
other change of tube, with all Its at- 
tendant labor, being required before 
a permanent repair Is effected. 


Pump Fairly Hard. 


If the tube to be put In has been 


used before, If It has been repaired, 
and especially If it has been carried 
for some time as a spare, it Is always 
best to pump it up before putting it in 
the casing to make sure that it Is tight 
It should be pumped fairly bard and 
the ear applied* to all parts of it tu 
detect the "hiss" of any leak that may 
have developed. 


The valve plunger should be screwed 


in tight and a little saliva applied to 
the air valve opening to see whether 
the valve is tight. In case deflation 
was due to a puncture, the hole in the 
casing, unless of very small size, may 
well be temporarily covered (pending 
a vulcanized repair), by. cementing a 
small piece of rubberized fabric over 
it on the inside of the casing. 


When deflation is due to an obscure 


cause (no puncture-producing object 
being found in any removed from the 
casing) there is always a possibility 
that a puncture has been produced 
by some sharp body which has been 
driven through the tread out of sight 
and projects enough on the Inside of 
the casing (at least when the tire is 
under load) to prick the tube. 


Detect Sharp Object. 


In order to detect such an object 


the hand should be passed carefully 
over the whole Inside surface of the 
casing, and If anything sharp is no- 
ticed it should be investigated and 
removed. In inserting the new tube 
care should be taken that it lies flat, 
without twists or folds, and that it 
is so placed that it cannot be caught 
and pinched by the head of a clincher 
casing or by the edges of the flap 
(protector strip) of a quick detach- 
able casing. 


If the tube used has become stretch- 


ed through use especial care' should 
be taken that it is put In without 
folds. A little air in it is some safe- 
guard against its being caught in any 
way.

MIKES SHOE COSTS HIGH 


Boston, Feb. 25.—The basic reason 
lor the high price of shoes lies in the 
-.price of leather and the manufacture, 
the leather jobber, -tanner and packer 
Tiave reaped the greatest gain, the 
state commission on necessaries of life 
asserts in a report filed yesterday. Re- 
tail dealers; the commission finds, have 
made .little, if any, more profit than 
in 1913. 
When the government control of the 


price of leather was released February 
1. 1919. the commission says "a. period 
of excessive speculation ensued, the 
cost of the product doubling in six 
months." 
The report shows that the cost of 
manufacturing 
an 
average pair of 
medium cost shoes advanced 185 per 
cent from 1913 to 1919. In the former 
year the average cost was (2.55 and in 
1919 It was $7.26. This high average is 
asserted to have been due solely to an 
increase in cost of upper leather from 
73 cents per pair in 1913 to $3.25 in 
1915.

A SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT 


Salem, Ohio, News, Jan. 21,1920:— 


City Council is to be most highly com- 


mended for, its move last evening toward an 
early and business-like settlement of the 
natural gas question in this city. Whatever 
confusion there may have existed in con- 
nection with this matter when it first came 
up last year, time and events have so clari- 
fied the atmosphere regarding it that it is 
a'question of supply and not one of rate.
